If this is 


the serious view of the young m en w h o voiced the idea, they w ould be 


hypocrites w ere they to go to church, but it is m ore probable th a t this 


opinion is itself hypocritical 
T he best th at can be said of it is th at it is 


unkind, unchristian and shallow. 


In cu r opinion m ost m en do n o t shun church because they are p re ju ­ 


diced against the church. It m ust alw ays be rem em bered th a t there is 


a constant conflict betw een C hristianity and the devil, and th at affirmative 


influences are w orking to keep m en fro m right living. T h e devil has m any 


places of entertain m en t for Sundays, and the devil is a b etter advertiser 


than the church. 


Some m en are too lazy to go to church. T h ey w ant their wives and 


children to go; they are willing to pay the pew ren t and to finance the 


salvation of their families, but they have “th at tired feeling” w henever they 


hear a church bell. 


No doubt one of the m o st p o te n t preventatives of church going 
is

N E W A R K , N. J., Nov. 13— Michael 


McDermott, forty years old, set fire 


late last night to a padded cell in 


which he was confined in the Essex 


county jail, in Newark, and was burn­ 


ed to death.

burned

the 
hands and face in attempting to save 
him, and the entire prison was in an 
uproar for more than an hour. 
There are nearly three hundred pri- 
' soners in the building and word of 
the fire spread quickly from one wing 
to another, causing great excitement 
on every side and little short of a 
panic in the women’s ward. 
A sec­ 
tion of the fire department was quick­ 
ly on hand, and as all the danger 
was in the north wing the sixty pri- 
. soners in that division were allowed 


J o leave their* cells and congregate in 
the corridor. 
All the others were kept 
iii their cells and a keeper was sent 
around to tell them there was no dan- 
| ger and to quiet them. 
For half an 


I hour he met with no success, espe- 
! dally in the women’s ward, where 
some of the prisoners screamed con­ 
tinually and became hysterical. 
McDermott was a laborer and so far 
as is known had no family. 
He made 
his home in cheap lodging houses. On 
Monday he was committed to jail for 
ten days for drunkenness by 
Judge 
Sweeney in the First precinct police 
court. 
On Tuesday he developed de­ 
lirium tremens in the most 
violent 
form. 
For his own safety 
he was 
placed in a padded cell on the ground 
floor at the east end of the north wing. 
Just before ten o’clock last night Cox 
and Reilly saw smoke curling around 
the corner of the north division into 
the eastern corridor. 
They ran the 
length of the prison and saw that it 
was pouring through an opening at 
the top of the padded cell door. They 
unlocked and pulled open the door, 
and a huge blast of flame burst upon 
them, knocking them backward. 
Knowing that McDermott was in­ 
side, they made a desperate attempt 
to get to him, but yould not pass the 
:ir>t flames, though they could occa-

Nitroglycerine 
for Fuel 


Illustrative of possibilities in future 
warfare Wm. R. Stewart in his story, 
“The Fight of the ‘Nixon l l , ’ ” in the 
December Technical 
World 
Maga­ 
zine, describes a fuel composed of 
nitroglycerine and gunpowder, which 
generates a speed in a submarine of 
fifty miles an hour. 
One of the char­ 
acters relates the story: 
“It was now that we needed more 
speed than boiler-fed engines 
could 
give, and the order went down 
to 
change from coal to explosive. 
Long 
rods of a compound of nitroglycerine 
and guncotton, a foot 
in 
diameter, 
solidly encased 
in 
steel 
cylinders 
which forced the burning from only 
one end. were attached to auxiliary 
engines and turbines. 
A stream of 
water was turned on, and the ex­ 
plosive, burning without' atmospheric 
oxygen under 
a 
pressure 
of 
250 
pounds to the square inch, and mix­ 
ing with the water, generated powder 
equal to 25,000 pounds’ pressure per 
square inch.
